LONDON  SYMPOSIUM  HAILED 

by  specialists  in  the  medical,  psychological,  sociologi- 
cal and  legal  disciplines,  attending  the  successful  First 
International  Symposium  on  Gender  Identity  in  July. 
While  a few  points  of  view  differed,  the  consensus  was 
enthusiastic  that  a great  deal  had  been  learned  in  the 
exchange  of  information  and  that  another  meeting 
should  be  held  next  year  in  Copenhagen. 

It  was  generally  felt  that  if  society  were  educated 
through  cooperation  between  the  various  disciplines  and 
authorities  to  understand  the  problem  of  gender  role 
disorientation,  it  would  reduce  tbe  anxiety  of  transsex- 
uals and  transvestites  and  thus  minimize  the  demand 
for  surgery. 

Sponsored  by  the  Albany  Trust  and  the  Erickson  Ed- 
ucational Foundation,  the  3-day  conference  was  ably 
chaired  by  Professor  C.  J.  Dewhurst,  Queen  Charlotte’s 
Hospital,  London.  His  opening  remarks  posed  questions 
which  he  hoped  would  be  answered. 

The  answers,  summarized  in  part,  indicated  the  vital 
need  to  take  seriously  early  manifestations  of  cross 
gender  behavior,  some  cases  as  early  as  2,  3 or  4 years 
of  age.  Genetic  studies  might  eventually  uncover  a phys- 
ical cause  of  gender  identity  disorders.  Never  does  psy- 
chotherapy succeed  in  inducing  a transsexual  to  accept 
his  or  her  genetic  sex  after  the  condition  has  been  clin- 
ically and  fully  validated.  Legal  risks  vary  for  transsex- 
uals. The  doctor’s  legal  risk  is  avoided  by  probing  fully 
into  all  tbe  factors  that  make  surgery  appropriate  to 
save  the  patient’s  mental  health  and  possibly  life. 

While  there  is  a London  Gender  Identity  Unit  loosely 
serving  as  a functional  clinic,  rather  than  a geographical 
organization  and  which  has  performed  more  than  40 
sex  reassignment  operations,  it  was  felt  it  should  be  ex- 
panded to  include  the  whole  spectrum  of  psychosexual 
problems.  The  question  was  how  could  this  be  done.

...Dr.  David  Kerr:  “We  have  the  right  to  be  different 
from  our  fellow  humans  . . . the  permissive  society  really 
means  the  compassionate  society  as  opposed  to  a harsh 
society;  the  former  allows  self-fulfillment . . He  felt  the 
conference  might  be  as  important  as  the  Wolfenden  re- 
port . . . could  alter  important  opinions  in  Britain  and 
other  countries. 

. . . Cable  from  Dr.  Harry  Benjamin,  unable  to  attend: 
“May  your  efforts  find  a widely  resounding  echo  . . . 
dispel  ignorance  and  misconceptions  . . . help  to  promote 
objectivity,  courage  and  compassion  among  scientists  so 
that  people  with  undeserved  misfortune  can  be  better 
understood  and  some  of  them  be  helped  to  attain  a 
happier  future.” 

. . . Cable  from  Christine  Jorgensen:  “May  this  1st  In- 
ternational Symposium  be  the  opening  wedge  resulting 
in  a worldwide  understanding  of  this  greatly  misimder- 
stood  problem.  At  long  last  transsexualism  is  back  in 
the  realm  of  research  and  medicine  and  not  merely  a 
series  of  grossly  exaggerated  headlines.  Thousands  who 
have  been  in  the  No  Man’s  Land  of  sex  look  to  you  who 
attend  this  symposium  with  awe  and  gratitude.” 

...  In  Germany  transsexuals  are  issued  health  certifi- 
cates by  the  government  stating  they  are  transsexuals 
under  treatment,  thus  mitigating  some  of  their  anxieties. 

...  In  Eastern  Europe,  Dr.  Klucak  reported,  there  are 
more  requests  for  female-to-male  surgery  than  vice 
versa.  In  U.S.A.  and  Western  Europe  it  varies  up  to  8:1 
the  other  way.  Hypothesis,  anyone? 

. . . Barbiturates  taken  by  the  mother  during  pregnancy 
cancels  out  androgens  (male  hormones)  in  the  fetus.  Dr. 
Green  reported.  In  studying  feminine  boys,  he  has  found 
that  most  behavior  factors  are  constant  but  there  are 
many  variable  factors  in  family  behavior,  circumstances 
and  treatment,  prominent  theories  to  the  contrary. 

...While  there  is  a group  of  London  specialists  who 
cooperate  informally  to  perform  some  of  the  functions 
of  a gender  identity  clinic,  there  is  as  yet  no  formally 
constituted  or  geographically  located  unit  specializing 
full  time  on  this  area  of  research  and  treatment  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 

. . . Acknowledgement  was  given  to  the  monumental 
efforts  of  Mr.  Antony  Grey,  Director  of  Albany  Trust, 
and  his  staff  for  the  fine  organization  of  the  Symposium.

JOTTINGS  FROM  JOHNS  HOPKINS  CLINIC 

. . . Psychiatrist  Jon  K.  Meyer,  M.D.,  an  associate  of 
the  N.I.M.H.,  has  joined  the  Gender  Identity  Committee, 
sponsored  in  part  by  EEF,  to  work  with  the  15-member 
evaluation  board  of  specialists  to  determine  the  accept- 
ability of  a transsexual  candidate  for  surgery. 

. . .While  thousands  of  inquiries  have  been  received 
from  persons  who  feel  they  are  anatomically  trapped  in 
the  body  of  the  opposite  sex,  only  few  operations  have 
been  or  can  be  performed.  Said  a member  of  the  unit,  "A 
conservative  institution  is  not  going  to  continue  a lot  of 
operations  unless  they  can  assure  themselves  that  re- 
sults are  beneficial  to  society.  They  want  to  have  an 
ironclad  case.  They  are  sold  on  the  fact  that  this  is  the 
proper  approach,  both  from  follow-ups  on  their  own 
operated  patients  and  on  those  operated  on  by  others. 
Now  the  Committee  is  trying  to  construct  indisputable 
evidence  so  that  even  the  most  traditionally  minded  will 
be  satisfied  by  the  follow-up.” 

. . .The  importance  of  the  rigid  screening  and  follow- 
up is  also  recognized  by  the  other  institutions  currently 
operating,  in  a limited  way,  on  transsexuals. 

. . . An  excellent  interview  with  Dr.  John  Money,  Re- 
search Director  of  the  G.I.  Clinic,  by  Herbert  M.  Gant, 
has  been  published  in  the  August,  1969,  Psychiatric 
News.  Relative  to  its  title,  “Controversy  Rages  over 
Transsexual  Operations,  “Dr.  Money  is  quoted:  “I  can 
say  without  qualification  that  I have  seen  the  most  ex- 
perienced therapists  who  had  previously  opposed  the 
surgery  change  their  minds  in  a single  interview  with  a 
patient.  They  found  no  gross  pathology;  they  realized 
that  this  was  not  a homosexual  or  a transvestite,  and 
they  perceived  what  they  had  failed  to  see  before:  that 
the  patient  was  exactly  what  he  held  himself  to  be— 
totally  and  irrevocably  convinced  that  his  entire  per- 
sonality and  identity  was  that  of  the  opposite  sex.” 

WORD  FROM  WEST  BERLIN 

Representing  the  Johns  Hopkins  Gender  Identity  Unit 
and  the  Erickson  Educational  Foundation,  Dr.  Anke  A. 
Ehrhardt,  assistant  to  Dr.  John  Money,  attended  the  June 
meeting  of  the  Deutsche  Gesellschaft  fuer  Sexual  for- 
schung  (German  Society  for  Sex  Research).  Dr.  Ehr- 
hardt’s  report,  “Longitudinal  Psychologic  Studies  on  Op- 
erated Transsexuals,”  was  given  on  the  second  day  en- 
tirely devoted  to  the  subject  of  transsexuals.  Papers  on 
sex  reassignment  surgery,  including  female  transsex- 
uals, in  Prague  were  presented  by  Dr.  Jiki  Mellan  and 
Josef  Hynie. 

“The  meeting  was  significant,”  reports  Dr.  Ehrhardt, 
“not  only  with  respect  to  the  papers,  but  also  because  of 
questions  and  comments  submitted  by  revolutionary 
student  groups.  While  these  young  people  were  overtly 
nonconformists  in  appearance,  dress  and  manner,  they 
demonstrated  knowledgeable  concern  and  inquisitive- 
ness, adding  stimulation  to  the  meeting.”  Prominent 
lawyers,  including  the  Attorney  General  of  West  Ger- 
many, were  present.” 

Dr.  Ehrhardt  visited  Prof.  Dr.  Guenter  Doerner. 
director  of  the  Institute  for  Experimental  Endocrinology 
at  the  Humboldt  University  in  East  Berlin  and  lectured 
there  on  “Fetal  Hormones  and  Behavior  in  Human 
Clinical  Groups.”  Because  of  travel  and  other  restric- 
tions, Professor  Doerner’s  important  contributions  to 
sexual  science  are  not  known  and  recognized  as  widely 
as  deserved. 


PLASTIC  SURGEONS  HEAR  EDGERTON 

Wide  press  coverage  attended  tlie  talk  on  sex  reas- 
signment surgery  by  Dr.  Milton  T.  Kdgerton,  Johns  Hop- 
kins (J.I.  Clinic  team  member,  before  the  48tb  annual 
meeting  of  the  American  Association  for  Plastic  and 
Reconstructive  Surgery. 

In  addition  to  discussing  the  clinical  aspect,  Dr.  Rdger- 
ton  explained  the  difference  between  transsexuality  and 
homosexuality,  pointing  out  the  obsessive  characteristic 
of  the  former.  Results  of  hormonal  and  surgical  therapy 
are  generally  encouraging.  Dr.  Edgerton  stated,  but  em- 
phasized the  need  for  careful  screening,  control  and 
follow-up. 

Dr.  Edgerton’s  paper  will  appear  in  a forthcoming 
issue  of  The  Journal  of  Plastic  and  Reconstruction  Sur- 
gery, Alexander  Young  Bldg.,  Honolulu,  Hawaii  96813. 

VARIETY  OF  AUDIENCES 

Dr.  Howard  W.  Jones,  Jr.,  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  G.I. 
Clinic  team  lectured  on  transsexualism  at  the  Scott  Air 
Force  Base  in  San  Antonio.  He  also  presented  a paper, 
“The  Role  of  Gynecological  Surgery  in  Transsexuality,” 
at  a meeting  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  Obstetrical/Gyne- 
cological Society  in  Portland,  Oregon. 

MORE  CONVENTION  COVERAGE 

American  Psychiatric  Association  1969  meeting  dele- 
gates heard  Dr.  Richard  Green  discuss  problems  of 
transsexuals  seeking  surgery.  Wide  press  coverage  was 
gratifying  as  a forward  step  in  educating  the  general 
public  as  well  as  the  medical  profession. 

American  Orthopsychiatric  Association,  composed  of 
psychiatrists,  psychologists,  social  workers,  nurses,  etc., 
was  introduced  to  the  problems  at  the  1969  meeting 
where  presentations  were  made  by  Dr.  Green  and  Dr. 
Lawrence  Newman,  UCLA  Gender  Research  Clinic, 
Dr.  Henry  Guze,  anthropologist  and  psychologist,  and 
Dr.  Irving  Bieber,  New  York  psychiatrist. 

PROGRESS  IN  FLORIDA 

As  part  of  our  effort  to  enlighten  the  public  concerning 
transsexualism  and  to  help  lighten  the  burden  of  the 
transsexual,  Miami  News  Science  Editor  A1  Volker  re- 
ported his  interview  with  Zelda  Suplee  in  full  detail. 
Mrs.  Suplee  was  also  interviewed  on  the  Bill  Smith  pro- 
gram, WTHS-TV,  Miami’s  educational  TV  station. 

Results  of  this  publicity  indicate  it  was  heartening 
to  south  Florida  transsexuals,  some  of  whom  were  not 
aware  of  the  current  progress  in  a few  other  areas  of 
the  country. 

It  was  also  gratifying  to  explore  the  incipient  develop- 
ment of  a medical  and  psychiatric  team  in  a northern 
Florida  city,  loosely  but  professionally  linked  to  treat 
transsexual  patients. 

This  is  a welcome  advance  in  our  effort  "to  establish 
a network  of  concerned  physicians  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  who  will  be  sympathetic  to 
transsexuals  and  administer  tests  and  treatment  where 
indicated.” 

FROM  LEO  WOLLMAN’S  OFFICE

“OUTSTANDING  PROFESSOR” 

AWARD  TO  EEF  GRANTEE 

Dr.  Verii  Bulloiigh,  Professor  of  History  at  San  Fer- 
nando Valley  Slal(!  C(jllege,  has  recinved  one  of  the 
annual  $1,000  California  awards  for  "achievement  in 
teaching,  scholarship  and  service  to  the  institution,  com- 
munty  and  nation.” 

An  outstanding  historian  and  social  scientist.  Dr. 
Bullough  is  working  on  a three-year  project,  “A  Cross- 
Cultural  and  Historical  Study  of  Homosexuality.” 

Dr.  Bullough  recently  presented  a paper  based  on  his 
EEF-sponsored  research:  “Sex  in  History  with  Special 
Emphasis  on  Deviant  Sex,”  at  a UCLA  symposium  on 
sex  research.  He  pointed  out  that  up  to  medieval  times 
an  upper-class  woman  was  considered  a piece  of  prop- 
erty, useful  for  propagation  merely.  Homosexuality  and 
prostitution  served  as  diversion.  Greater  equality  ex- 
isted in  the  lower  classes,  however  ...  all  were  over- 
burdened workers. 

Dr.  Bullough  also  mentioned  that  historians  generally 
write  history  as  if  there  were  no  sex,  though  the  blame 
is  not  entirely  theirs.  . . . “Historians  are  dependent  on 
information  which  has  survived  from  the  past  and  what 
has  survived  has  usually  been  winnowed  by  succeeding 
generations  who  have  often  censored  out  material  which 
they  found  morally  unacceptable.” 

MOTHER  OF  TRANSSEXUAL  TELLS 
HER  STORY 

An  interview  with  the  mother  of  a recently  operated 
transsexual  (male  to  female]  was  taped  for  the  EEF 
library.  The  mother,  a widow,  volunteered  to  make  the 
tape  to  add  to  our  growing  collection  of  interviews  with 
both  pre-  and  post-operative  transsexuals.  Mrs.  F.  talked 
freely  and  gave  permission  for  all  reasonable  use  of  the 
tape.  She  is  willing  to  communicate  through  the  Foun- 
dation with  anyone  whose  family  problems  might  bene- 
fit from  her  help. 

The  talk  ranged  from  family  situations,  the  first  mani- 
festations of  transsexuality,  and  into  problems  surround- 
ing the  operation  and  post-operative  period.  Her  own 
adjustment  to  the  change,  not  an  easy  one,  is  movingly 
described,  as  is  her  contact  with  relatives  and  friends 
to  whose  queries  she  replies,  “I  no  longer  have  a son. 
I have  a lovely  daughter  and  here  is  her  picture!” 

(NOTE:  If  an  unoperated  transsexual  feels  it  would  be 
helpful  to  be  put  in  touch  with  a post-operative  one,  it 
may  be  arranged  through  our  Baton  Rouge  office.) 

GRANTS  IN  ACTION 

A project  for  the  study  and  counseling  of  younger 
homosexuals  is  progressing  under  the  direction  of  Rob- 
ert W.  Deisher,  M.D.,  Director,  Clinical  Training  Unit 
and  Professor  of  Pediatrics  at  the  University  of  Wash- 
ington, Seattle. 

Associated  with  the  University,  this  unique  service 
is  receiving  the  voluntary  cooperation  of  professionals 
as  well  as  qualified  graduate  students.  The  Counseling 
Center  has  a Board  of  Advisors  drawn  from  the  legal, 
medical,  religious  and  educational  professions. 

Many  of  the  calls  referred  by  the  Crisis  Clinic  were 
from  individuals  contemplating  suicide.  Counseling  on 
employment  is  given  in  addition  to  assistance  on  adjust- 
ment and  personal  problems,  and  jobs  were  found  for 
21  persons  within  a 6-week  period. 


UNUSUAL  MEDICINAL  TECHNIQUES 

John  Lilly,  Jr.,  is  directing  an  EEF-sponsored,  inten- 
sive, on-site  investigation  of  ancient  herbs  and  medicine 
practices  in  remote  Mexican  communities,  investigating 
thoroughly  whenever  a very  high  rate  of  cure  is  noted. 

We  hope  to  learn  more  of  what  is  described  as  “one 
of  the  world’s  leading  pharmacologies  before  suppres- 
sion by  the  Spanish  Conquistadors’’  — before  our  own 
civilization  overtakes  and  destroys  what  is  left. 

INTERNATIONAL  HOMEOPATHIC  INSTITUTE 

William  Gutman,  M.D.  presided  over  a Homeopathic 
Research  Congress  in  Athens,  with  representatives  from 
Europe,  India  and  the  Americas.  A new  section  of  the 
Institute  is  now  active  in  Munich,  Germany. 

Research  is  being  conducted  on  drugs,  particularly 
those  which  might  replace  tranquilizers  to  avoid  side  ef- 
fects now  being  incurred. 


MYSTICAL  STATES  INDUCED 

The  effects  on  behavior  of  hypnotically-induced  per- 
ceptual changes  have  been  studied  for  many  years  by 
Bernard  S.  Aaronson,  Ph.D.,  Ghief  Experimental  Psy- 
chologist at  N.  J.  Neuro-Psychiatric  Institute,  Princeton. 
These  include  changes  in  visual  variables,  such  as  in 
depth,  clarity,  size;  auditory  variables;  and  in  temporal 
variables,  such  as  in  time  rate,  movement  and  time  loca- 
tion. The  behavior  alterations  produced  range  from 
states  that  look  like  schizophrenia  to  mystical  or  psy- 
chedelic states. 

Currently,  with  EEF  sponsorship.  Dr.  Aaronson  is 
engaged  in  developing  a series  of  hypnotic  inductions 
producing  a number  of  mystical  states,  including  yogic 
phenomena.  By  understanding  the  technology  involved 
in  the  production  of  mystical  states,  it  is  hoped  that  a 
greater  understanding  of  the  psychology  of  religious 
experience  can  be  gained. 
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
